CONCORD, N.H. — Lamar 
Alexander, fresh off his strong 
third-place finish in Iowa, set his 
sights Tuesday on Bob Dole and 
Pat Buchanan, hoping to prove that 
in the GOP presidential race. dead 
men don’t wear plaid. 

Surrounded by supporters clad in 
red-and-black checked shirts that 
are Alexander’s trademark, the for- 


mer Tennessee governor kicked off 


the final one-week run-up to the 
New Hampshire primary by repeat- 
edly attacking the No. | and No. 2 
finishers in Monday’s Iowa caucus- 
es. 

Alexander called GOP front-run- 
ner Dole a candidate whose time 
has past, and he characterized 
Buchanan as simply too extreme to 
be elected. 

Neither could beat President 
Clinton, Alexander said as he made 
a series of appearances in 
Manchester and Concord. 


“He’s of one generation, I’m of 


another,” Alexander said of Dole at 

" every opportunity, a message to 

voters that at age 72 Dole may be 
too old. 

As if to press fhe point home, 

Alexander staged a news confer- 

ence atop a windy hill in Concord, 
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overlooking the gold dome of the 
state Capitol, where Dole was speak- 
ing to the state Legislature. 

“As he makes his speech under the 
big dome down there, I’m out here,” 
Alexander boasted as the temperature 
hovered in the single digits. 

It was so cold that even Alexander 
gave up on another of his trademarks 
— a walk to meet potential voters. 

He skipped a 6 a.m. stroll in 
Manchester with some 50 school chil- 
dren and ate breakfast with them 
instead. 

“We're electing the first president of 


the next century,’ the former educa- 
tion secretary told the students who 
each received a plaid shirt. 

Melissa Lamper, 13, said, “I’ve 
heard he’s a great guy.” 

Alexander, insisting the race was 
down to himself and Dole, nonethe- 
less took aim at Buchanan, whose 
strong.showing against then-President 
Bush in. New Hampshire’s 1992 pri- 
mary has his Granite State backers 
giddy. 

“His message is wrong — America 
will never elect a protectionist presi- 
dent,” Alexander said.

Gramm to leave 
race, sources say

CONCORD, N.H. — Battered by back-to-back defeats in Iowa and 
Louisiana, Texas Sen. Phil Gramm called top supporters around the country 
Tuesday night and told them he would quit the Republican presidential race, 
GOP sources said. 

Gramm planned an afternoon announcement Wednesday in Washington. 

Gramm’s departure would leave an eight-man GOP field, with one week to 
go before the New Hampshire primary. It also would remove from the race a 
dogged conservative campaigner who early on was viewed by Sen. Bob 
Dole’s campaign as the biggest threat to his status as the GOP front-runner. 

But Gramm’s campaign never realized its promise, and he was facing dim 
prospects in New Hampshire after being stunned by Pat Buchanan in 
Louisiana last week and then placing a distant fifth Monday in Iowa’s cau- 
cuses: Gramm abruptly canceled afternoon campaign events in New 
Hampshire ‘on Tuesday and flew back to Washington to meet with friends 
and advisers and assess his prospects. By early evening, he was calling top 
supporters around the country and informing them of his plans to quit, 
according to three GOP sources who spoke on condition of anonymity. 

“When - you run fifth in Iowa, an important state, you would have to be 
brain dead not to take a look at where you are and what you’re doing,” 
Gramm told reporters before leaving New Hampshire. “One of the things 
that we’re going to try to do this afternoon and tonight is to take a look at 
where we are. 

Several of Gramm’s top supporters had urged him to quit the campaign and 
concentrate on his Texas Senate race. But a “few advisers wanted him to hold 
on through the Feb. 20 leadoff New Hampshire primary in case Dole fal- 
tered. “Tonight, Senator Gramm. has to decide what to do,” said Jim 
Courtovich, Gramm’ s New Hampshire campaign manager. “Tomorrow 
we're making an announcement. 

The sources said Gramm looked at three options: quit, retreat. from New 
Hampshire to concentrate on a few Southern states, or retreat and make one 
last-ditch effort in South Carolina, which holds the first Southern primary on 
March 2.

Dealing with rape is hard enough for 
an 18 year old, but it was even harder 
for Tracy Dunsdon, who also had to 
decide what to do about the unwanted 
pregnancy that was a result of it. 

Tracy turned to adoption agencies 
for help but decided to give her baby 
up in an open adoption, where her 
identity as birth mother would not be 
hidden from her son. 

“I was raped when I was 18, and 
that’s how he was conceived,” said 
Tracy, now 22 and a resident of 
Sandy, “T felt I couldn’t give him any- 
thing because of my age, and I could- 
n’t give him the things he deserved 
and I couldn’t justify keeping him. I 
ran away because I didn’t want to tell 
my parents what happened.” 

After Tracy decided that the best 
thing for her to do would be to give 
her baby up for adoption, she had to 
decide to whom to give her baby. 
Tracy went to an adoption agency and 
went through books of couples who 
were seeking to adopt but found her- 
self uncomfortable choosing the 
future parents of her child from only a 
picture and information sheet. 

“In the book that I had to go through 
to choose a couple, I looked and | 
realized that a murderer could look 
happy: in a picture and still be awful,” 
Tracy said. 

Tracy gave her son, whom she 
named Darrell, to George and 
Michelle Griner, who also live in 
Sandy. 

“We know our boundaries, and we 
won't cross them,” Michelle and 
Tracy both said. Michelle and Tracy 
have remained very good friends in

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War crime trials come to halt in Germany 


FRANKFURT, Germany — The last Nazi war crimes trial in Germany has 
probably already taken place because remaining suspects may be too old or 
sick to face. trial, a top German prosecutor said Tuesday. 

A Jewish- leader disputed that contention, however, saying many German 
authorities did not want any more trials and had dragged their-feet in pursuing 
investigations. 

Four elderly Germans have been charged with Nazi war crimes but have not 
been brought to trial in local courts, said Alfred Streim, the chief prosecutor 
who heads the Ludwigsburg-based Documentation Center on Nazi crimes. 

Michel Friedman, a leading member of Germany’s Central Council of Jews, 
said German courts have convicted and sentenced 6,494 Nazi war criminals 
since 1945. Now he expects future trials will take place outside Germany. 

For example, Erich Priebke, 82, a former captain in the army wing of the Nazi 
special security forces, was extradited from Argentina to Italy last November. 
Priebke is expected to face trial in an Italian court on charges he took part in 
killing more than 300 Italians in 1944. 


120-year-old woman featured on rap CD 


ARLES, France — Jeanne Calment isn’t one of those pop stars who loses her 
muse with age — her first album is scheduled to be released on her 121st birth- 
day. 

Calment, who lives in a nursing home named after her in this southern French 
town, does not sing on the album, called “Time’s Mistress.” Producers of the 
CD recorded her speaking and mixed her yoice with rap and techno rhythms, 
but would not release further details on the album Tuesday. 

It is to be released on her birthday, Feb. 22: 

Producer Philippe Delmas said Calment backed the project because proceeds 
will be used to buy a minibus so she and other nursing home residents can go 
on outings to the shore. 

According to the Guinness Book of Records, at 120, Calment is the oldest 
person in the world able to authenticate her age with birth records. 


Increase in American’s wages smallest ever 


WASHINGTON — The wages and benefits paid American workers rose just 
2.9 percent last year, the smallest increase on record and fresh fuel for the 
unhappiness of a middle class convinced it is falling behind. 

The biggest factor was restraint in health care and other benefits, though they 
were rising more quickly as the year ended. 

The Labor Department said Tuesday the increase in its Employment Cost 
Index was down from 3 percent in 1994 and the smallest since the government 
began recording annual changes in 1982. 

The gain barely kept worker compensation ahead of inflation. The Consumer 
Price Index rose 2.5 percent last year. 

Businesses concerned about maintaining profits are keeping employee costs 
under close control and “basically labor is not in a position to argue,” said 
Robert G. Dederick, economic consultant for the Northern Trust Co. in 
Chicago. 

Overall job growth has been slow, and many companies have been downsiz- 


ing, giving workers little leverage to seek increased wages and benefits. 


Study says high-fiber diets cut heart attacks 


CHICAGO — A diet high in fiber from cereal, fruit and vegetables can sig- 
nificantly lower the risk of heart attacks in men, a study of more than 43,000 
health professionals found. 

While previous studies have shown the various beneficial effects of grains, 
“our study confirms that fiber from all sources, but especially from cereal, sig- 
nificantly protects against coronary heart disease,” said Eric B. Rimm, assistant 
professor of epidemiology and nutrition et Harvard School of Public Health. 

In the study, the men were divided into five groups, categorized according to 
fiber consumption and tracked for six years ending in 1992. 

Men in the highest-fiber group typically ate 29 grams of fiber a day — the 
equivalent of about seven large apples. These men had a 36 percent lower risk 
of a heart attack. 

- The findings also probably apply to women, who are being studied now, 
Rimm said.

is not a day that goes by that I regret 
the adoption.” 

The Griners have adopted another 
child through a disclosed, or open, 
adoption. 

Michelle said she thinks it is impor- 
tant for the birth mothers to go 
through counseling, especially for an 
open adoption. 

“Counseling helps them to make up 
their mind and prepares them for how 
hard it is,” Michelle said. 

“They need to know that it is a done 
deal and can’t go back on that.” 

“They can’t be the baby’s mom and 
they don’t have any part in the disci- 
pline or control. Up until the adop- 
tion, everything is on their terms, but 
after they sign the papers they are not 
the ones in control of that child, she 
said.” 

Michelle-said she is also very happy 
with their situation and the open 
adoptions because she thinks the 
adopted child should know that they 
were adopted.

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Rose shortage hits

KENNEWICK, Wash. — Lovers 
hoping to say it with flowers on 
Valentine’s Day can no longer do so 
at a chain of five Eastern Washington 
floral shops. 

A refrigerated truck holding 30,000 
roses malfunctioned four days before 
the floral industry’s busiest day of the 
year, depleting three-quarters of the 
stock of Just Roses stores in the Tri- 
Cities, Walla Walla and Yakima. 

When the refrigeration unit broke 
down sometime Saturday, the temper- 
ature inside the truck slipped from a 
rose-friendly 38. degrees to a killer 
chill of 23, said Lisa Wormington, 
Just Roses vice president. Managers 
decided to take the loss rather than 
sell poor-quality roses. 

“All of the roses were starting to 
turn black, and there Were 14 boxes of 
filler just ruined,’ Wormington said. 
“I thought maybe we could salvage 
them, but it’s no hope.’ 

Another 10,000 roses had been 
stored elsewhere, and those were

rationed to the five stores. 

The next shipment doesn’t ’come in 
until Thursday, and nearly all the 
remaining 10,000 had been sold by 
Tuesday afternoon, Just Roses owner 
Connie Wormington said. 

She said she did not expect any of 
the five affected stores to open 
Wednesday. 

The malfunctioning truck did not 
affect rose stocks at Just Roses stores 
in Spokane and Boise, Idaho, and 
they will be open for the big day, she 
said. 

The truck-load of flowers was 
insured, but losses have not been 
added up, she said. 

Employees began planning the 
Valentine’s Day rush in September, 
organizing air shipments of roses 
from as far away as Colombia, Lisa 
Wormington said. 

“We worked so hard to get to this 
point,’ she said. “Not to see it through 
is horrible. Men wait in lines that go 
out the door to buy roses for their 
sweethearts. | can’t imagine what 
they’ll do now.” ;

spend your time banging your heads against these regulations ... The terms 
under which you have registered are definite and firm. There is no forum for 
argument or appeal about the personal standards we expect you to maintain. 
Those have been stated, and you have agreed ‘on your Honor’ to abide by 


them.” 


And then in 1979 President Kimball added, “In this institution,.students and 
faculty commit themselves explicitly to abide by a ‘code of conduct which 
includes both living by the moral precepts of the gospel and conforming to a 
dress and grooming code. Some purport to accept the moral standards as impor- 
tant and denigrate the other as trivial and as intruding on their freedom of 
choice. These people fundamentally misperceive the question which is not 
whether the dress and grooming code is wise, but whether they should consider 
themselves bound by a promise. It is not that such a code is forced upon any- 
one. There is free choice to come here or to go to some other institution which 
makes no such demands. There is no. disgrace in making that choice. It is a 
wholly legitimate option. But once having elected to come here and to partici- 
pate in this community with its special calling to represent the church and its 
highest standards, you must not compromise your integrity by promising what 
you will not do. By taking covenants lightly, you will wound your eternal self.” 
(Speeches of the Year, “Integrity, Spirit of the BYU,” Sept. 29) 

In President Dallin H. Oaks’ maiden speech to the student body, he noted that 
we “cannot make a great university by lowering hem lines and shaving chins. ... 
Before leaving this subject, however, I need to address myself to any. person 
who cannot accept this reasoning and who cannot observe our standards of 
dress and grooming. If you intend to ignore or subyert these rules or use them 


as an occasion for protest, please go someplace else 


... We do not desire to 


engaged in jousting matches with anyone. If you choose to ignore the rules you 
have agreed to observe, demonstrate the sincerity of your protest by leaving. 
Let us part peacefully and without injury to one another. Sample the environ- 
ment at some other institution. If you find it to your liking, carry on your stud- 
ies there. If not, we invite you to return and participate with us here on the same 


basis as others.” 


After serving as BYU president for-a year, Elder Jeffrey R. Holland added his 
own view: “Our individual and collective image has to do with the very mission 
of the university and the church which sponsérs it. By asking us to maintain a 
modest, neat and clean appearance our Board of Trustees are inviting us to aid 
them in making a deeper statement to the world about our beliefs, our convic- 
tions, our civility, and our discipline.” (BYU Devotional, Sept. 8, 1981) 

Then, President Gordon B. Hinckley added the following in his October 1984 
devotional address: “I recognize that some have strong feelings concerning 
standards of dress and conduct. I can only say that in every game we play by 
the rules. I hope that you will not look upon the dress and grooming code as 
repressive. It has been designed with another objective in mind. ... Neatness in 
dress, modesty in dress, cleanliness in person — are these too much to ask of a 
student body of this kind of young men and women who carry in their hearts a

’ conviction that they are indeed sons and daughters of God, our eternal Father?”

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‘Shorts issue raised awareness 


of current Honor Code issues 


The Honor Code Advisory-Council announced last week that it is now going 
full swing on its educational campaign to renew the Honor Code. We believe the 
shorts issue last semester was used,as the trigger. 

The council’s campaign, which includes placing around campus posters that 
emphasize values in the Thirteenth,Article of Faith of The Church of Jesus Christ 


> of Latter-day Saints, has been going on’since the beginning of Fall Semester. It 


was going on when the President’s Council issued the statement that knee-length 
shorts would be banned unless students started to comply with the standard. 
Shorts became a vehicle for the administration to catch students’ attention that 
they were serious about the whole Honor Code. 

The Dress and Grooming Standards in the Honor Code are what Student Life 
Vice President Alton Wade said, in a recent interview, help make BYU unique. 
Modest shorts reflect the university’s dignity and commitment to the gospel. 
Other standards in the Honor Code, such as the commitment to chastity and hon- 
esty, encourage students to live moral lives — not only while they study at the 
university but, ideally, as life-long commitments. 

The shorts issue worked either to recommit students to or to deviate them from 
the Honor Code. 

It has been more than a month since the President’s Council received reports 


_ from the Student Advisory Council and the Honor Code Advisory Council. 


President Wade said the council is stalled because they have not decided what 
role the faculty will play in monitoring the standards. The council also is await- 
ing a statement by the Student Advisory Council addressing the students’ fole. 
From these reports, the President’s Council will make a final decision, President 
Wade said in an interview. 

Among the options is banning shorts now. The President’s Council can also 
allow for a probationary period when the number of violations to the standard 
would be monitored and evaluated to see if students were complying. The length 
of the probationary period would also need to be decided. 

The issue, which has raised interest across the country, is dormant right now on 
campus and in the community. Brent Harker, director of BYU public communi- 
cations, said more than 200 newspapers printed an Associated Press story about 
the issue. The story basically made the BYU Honor-Code and its students and 


faculty appear to be old-fashioned and prudish. Certainly, the shorts issue has the ' 


capacity to be a divisive topic with the power to capture national media attention. 

If the shorts issue were simply a trigger for the Honor Code Council’s education 
campaign, it has been effective, and the council seems'to have gotten everyone 
On campus to question, at least once, his or her commitment to the Honor Code. 
»AS a university that represents the LDS Church, it has a special commitment to 
represent the church’s values, especially since President Merrill J. Bateman. is a 
general authority. We haven’t seen anyone transfer to another university because 
they weren't willing to comply to the Honor Code, and we hope that means stu- 
dents enjoy representing the chutch’s values — honesty, chastity, benevolence, 
virtue and doing good to all men — and are proud to make the standard a com- 
mitment as long as they ate studying here.

A: Utah geological survey indicates 
that a 7.5 magnitude earthquake in 
Salt Lake County alone could kill 
more than 7,600 people, injure 44,000 
others and cause approximately $44 
billion in damage and other economic 
losses.

Astronomer to discuss 
comets striking Earth

An expert on comets and planetary 
geology will speak tonight at 7 in 151 
TNRB on the probability of a comet 
colliding with Earth. 


Eugene M. Shoemaker of Lowell 


Observatory was co-discoverer of the 
Comet Shoemaker-Levy 9 that collid- 
ed with Jupiter in’ 1995. He will dis- 
cuss the ramifications of such a colli- 
sion occurring on Earth. 

“The Earth is struck continuously by 
dust-size debris orbiting the sun and 
occasionally by much larger objects,” 
Shoemaker said. 

Shoemaker has worked with the 
U.S. Geological Survey for 45 years, 
and he has also been a professor of 
geology and chair of the Institute of 
Technology. He has worked exten- 
sively in the field of astrogeology and 
space programs. 

His speech is part of “Comets, 
Craters and Consequences,” Brigham 
Young University’s annual Quey 
Hebrew Memorial Lecture.

Knowlton is an intern at the clinic who is working 
on her master’s degree in marriage and family coun- 
seling. 

“We are supervised by people with years of expe- 
rience,” she said. “Come find out if we can help.” 

Counseling takes place for a variety of reasons. 
They include marriage problems, children with sub- 
stance abuse problems and families who have trou- 
ble communicating. Each therapy costs just $10, 
and financial assistance is available. 

The Marriage and Family Therapy program trains 
those with master’s and Ph.D. degrees to counsel 
families and adolescents. Counselors say the hard- 
est thing for people who come for counseling is 
accepting that they need help. 

“One of the biggest things (for patients) is over- 
coming the stigma that if I go to therapy, something 
is wrong with me,” said Judy Kinsella, a therapist 
from Dayton, Ohio. “Marriage and family therapists 
have the expertise to assist in the areas that can help 
people develop skills for the rest of their lives.” 

“One of the common myths is “everyone should 
be able to solve their problems on their own,” 
Mead said. “We can help them learn skills to lead to 
being happier families.” : 

Another myth, according to one counselor, is that 
being a good member of the church will help solve

problems. 

“There’s a stigma about getting help in the LDS 
community,” said Anne Margaret Tingle, a therapist 
from Calgary, Alberta, Canada. “In the Mormon 
community, people think their problems will go: 
away” simply by living gospel principles. 

The counselors at the clinic are trained in the 
most current therapy, research and clinical prac- 
tices. They are carefully supervised by faculty and 
staff in accordance with the standards of the nation- 
al accrediting organizations, according to the’ clinic. 
The Marriage and Family Therapy. clinic at BYU is 
the only clinic accredited in the state of Utah. 

Supervisors of the clinic say the student body and 
the general public simply need to be more informed 
of the services available. 

“We believe it’s a lack of education as far as what 
we can do and how we can help,” said Eugene 
Mead, professor of family science in the Marriage 
and Family Therapy program. “We emphasize that 
it’s normal for families to. have problems.” 

’ At the beginning of January, Dr. Mead started a 
free half-hour marriage and family therapy check- 
up, open to the public. 

Mead says early detection of problems can help 
reduce or even eliminate future problems, and 
reduce the number of divorces.

Duane Hiatt, director of editorial and 
media productions in the division of 
continuing education. 

The Independent Study program at 
BYU is the largest in the United 
States in college enrollments and the 
second largest in high school enroll- 
ments, Dwight Laws, director of 
Independent Study, said. 

This year alone, Independent Study 
expects to have around 32,000 enroll- 
ments. Of these enrollments, 14,000 
are college students and 18,000 are 
high school students, Laws said. 

The actual number of students is 
around 25,000 because they can take 
more than one course at the same 
time, Laws said. 

According to a_ handout, 
Independent Study has a total of 827 
foreign students taking courses in 
their own countries. Some of these 
countries are Kuwait, Russia, Jordan, 
Kenya, Iceland, Singapore, China and 
Bolivia. 

Independent Study offers 300. col- 
lege courses and 150 high school 
courses, Laws said. 

These courses are as rigorous as any 
other class taken on BYU campus. 
They are written by the same profes- 
sors that teach these classes on cam- 
pus, Laws said. 

“Students taking Independent Study 
have to be self-motivated. If they are 
not committed, it does not work,” 
Hiatt said. 

The exams indicate that Independent 
Study students do as well as those 
enrolled in normal classes on BYU 
campus, Laws said. 

Students can communicate with 
their professors through writing, fac- 
simile, E-mail, World Wide Web or 
phone, Laws said. 

The Independent Study program 
also has a computer bank with feed- 
back statements that are tied to specif- 
ic questions. If a student misses a 
question, the feedback is given to the 
student. 

This feedback is designed and per-

sonalized by the professors them- 
selves, Laws said. 

It is impossible for the professors to 
grade everyone personally. However, 
the faculty prepares all the answers 
and the grading that are in-the com- 
puter themselves, Laws said. 

BYU _ students can also take 
Independent Study courses, Laws 
said. 

They are encouraged to take their 
classes on campus. If they can’t, they 
have other options. Up to 36 credit 
hours can be applied toward gradua- 
tion. 

The completion average is roughly 
60 percent, but this happens because 
many times those who take 
Independent Study courses are not 
typical students. 

They have multiple distractions that 
sometimes prevent them from finish- 
ing their courses such as job changes 
or a death in the family, Laws said.

“The P.A. Christensen Lectureship 
is the top honor given to professors of 
literature in the College of 
Humanities, with the first award given 
in 1977. Dr. Geary’s scholarship

Athletes honored for academics

Athletes are generally recognized for hitting a ball, 
throwing a javelin, hitting people on the football field and 
even hitting the weight room, but seldom are they given 
attention for hitting the books. 

At a banquet Tuesday, 322 BYU athletes were honored 
by the Cougar Club for their individual academic achieve- 
ment. 

The athletes, who each earned a GPA of 3.2 or higher 
during either fall or winter semester of 1995, make up 67 
percent of the total number of athletes (483) competing for 
BYU. This percentage is the highest in the 10-year. history 
of the Cougar Club academic program. 

The scholar-athletes were treated to a dinner and pro- 
gram which featured several speakers. 

After imparting a lawyer joke told to him by former 
President Rex E. Lee, President Merrill J. Bateman told 
the athletes to take advantage of the opportunity to develop 
themselves physically, academically and spiritually. 

Two former student-athletes were invited to tell those 
present about life after college athletics. 

Karen Curtis Lamb told of the impressive standards the 
students have met, and that all should appreciate their 
other skills — besides sports — which come in handy 
when an athletic career comes to an end. 

Scott Runia, back-court running mate of Danny Ainge, 
gave the athletes advice on reaching their full potential. He 
told the group one of his favorite sayings — swing for the 
fence — and that doing something everyday that scares 
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you to death will help you grow. 

Football coach LaVell Edwards echoed the sentiments of 
the speakers, and praised the banquet for giving the ath- 
letes recognition for more than just their athletic prowess. 

“T think the recognition is the most important,” he said. 
“They get recognized for their athletic accomplishments, 
but I think this is a way to recognize them for something 
that is much more meaningful to them.” 

Coach Edwards said success in the classroom will benefit 
the athletes for longer than the fleeting praise they receive 
for their sports talent. 

“They are kids that achieve success not only on the play- 
ing field or on the court, but certainly in the classroom. 
That is going to be a lot. more important to them.” 

Before this year Stephanie Jones, a junior soccer player 
from Sandy,was unaware that such an academic honor 
existed. 

“We are a first-year program, and I didn’t really know 
about it, but once I found out I got it I was glad to be 
here,” she said. “It is definitely a self-esteem booster.” 

Jones said news of the academic honor has spread to the 
rest of the soccer team, and it appears to be motivational. 

“T know the girls on our team were all jealous of us that 
got to go to the banquet. They were saying ‘dang, we’re 
going to get there next year.” 

The night ended with a group photo taken on the steps 
just outside of Cougar Stadium. After shivering in the cold 
and saying ‘cheese’ one too many times, the athletes disap- 
peared into the night. 

The best bet is that their rapid departure was spurred by 
school books, and homework, calling their names.

1/2 years since dropping off the tour, 
said she strained a muscle near her 
right hip and lower back while prac- 
ticing earlier in the day. 

“T didn’t want to push anything: and 
make it worse,’ Capriati said. “I.was 
really looking forward toplaying 
here. It’s very unfortunate. I came all 
this way and I felt like I was ready. 
There was nothing I couldf/do. 
Something like this had to happens? 

Capriati, who had been scheduled to 
face 25th-ranked Sabine Appelmans 
of Belgium, said the injury occurred 
while she stretched for a shot while 
hitting with Magdalena Maleeva of 
Bulgaria at a private club near the 
Stade Coubertin. 

“When you haven’t been playing for 
awhile, your muscles are very tight,” 
she said. “I was going for a ball and I 
just went too far. It pulled and I felt 
pain.” 

Capriati said she tried to play on and 
waited until the last moment before 
deciding to withdraw. 

There was immediate speculation 
about the extent of the injury and 
whether Capriati was looking for an 
excuse to pull out. 

But the WTA produced physiothera- 
pist Kathy Martin at a news confer- 
ence to verify the injury. 

“She has a strained gluteal muscle in 
the hip region on her right side,” 
Martin said. “I taped her up and she 
tried to practice but it was too painful 
to continue.” 

Capriati’s father, Stefano, rejected 
any doubts about the injury. 

“She came here to play, not to 
duck,” he said, speaking in the hall- 
way after his daughter’s news confer- 
ence. “It doesn’t matter what people 
say. They can say anything they 
want.” 

Stefano Capriati said his daughter 
would stay in Paris on Wednesday for 
treatment and, if healthy, would play 
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next week at an indoor tournament in 
Essen, Germany. He said she has 
already been granted a wild card for 
the event. 

Tuesday's withdrawal marked 
another setback in Capriati’s effort to 
restart. her career, which began with 
great fanfare in 1990 at the age of 13 
and was cut short by tennis burnout 
by the age of 17. 

At 14, she became the youngest 
Grand: Slam semifinalist in history at 
the French Open in 1990. She also 
reached the semis at Wimbledon and 
the U.S. Open in 1991, won the 
Olympic gold medal in 1992 and rose 
to No. 6 in the world rankings. 

But her career derailed in 1993. She 
quit the tour after a first-round loss at 
the U.S. Open. She was later cited for 
shoplifting, arrested on marijuana 
possession charges and spent time in 
rehabilitation clinics. 

Capriati attempted a comeback in 
Philadelphia in November 1994, but 
dropped out of sight again after losing 
in the first round in three sets to Anke 
Huber. 

Capriati, who turns 20 on March 29, 
appeared relaxed at Tuesday’s news 
conference, smiling and blinking her 
eyes as flash bulbs went off incessant- 
ly. 

Despite the withdrawal, she said she 
was happy just to be back on the tour. 

“it was great to feel the atmosphere 
again,” he said. “It’s very exciting. 
I’ve missed it a lot. I couldn’t wait to 
get back. The whole feeling. 

“I missed my time on the tour. I 
missed playing, missed the feeling. 
It’s been a long break. I’m still.a ten- 
nis player. I’m still young. I never 
said I was never going to play again. I 
want to get back to it. It’s still inside 
me. 

But, Capriati said she was not com- 
mitting to a full-scale comeback and 
had not established any long-term 
goals. 

Later, as she stood alone with her 


’ father in the hallway, Capriati she said 


she was a different person and differ- 
ent player than the one last seen in 
Philadelphia. 

“I’m much better mentally and 
physically,” she said. “I am more 
ready now. I just feel better about 
everything, about myself, my game, 
everything in general.”

For the parents of BYU tennis star 
Boris Bosnjakovic, the thought of 
their son dying in their war-torn coun- 
try of Yugoslavia was sufficient incen- 
tive to send him to America where he 
could fulfill his dream of playing 
competitive college tennis. 

Bosnjakovic, a junior majoring in 
travel and tourism, was sent to the 
United States from his hometown of 
Novi Sad to avoid having to join the 
Yugoslavian army. 

“The war was fine while I was 
growing up because it wasn’t nearby,” 
Bosnjakovic said. “But the last year I 
was there it got 
closer and my par- 
ents didn’t want 
me to stay because 
I was supposed to 
go into the army.” 

After spending 
his senior year of 


high school in 
Rancho Palos 
Verdes,  Calif.; 


Bosnjakovic chose 
to play tennis at 
BYU despite being 
recruited by UCLA 
and Fresno State. 

SEA Aaa yy C18) 
offered me the 
biggest. scholar- 
ship. That was the 
only reason I 
Bosnjakovic said. 

Though the coaching staff was not 
deciding factor in his decision to 
come to BYU, Bosnjakovic has been 
pleased with head coach Jim Osborne.

Bosnjakovic said. “He has worked a 
lot with me one on one and gives me 
lots of pointers on the different 
aspects of my game.” 

Where Bosnjakovic needs no help is 
on his serve.

This ends 
the state’s holding of the park which 
started when the previous owners 
filed for bankruptcy. 

yavid Pincock, general manager of 
Seven Peaks Water Park and Ice | Rink. 
said, “Seven Peaks is now doing well 
under the new ownership,” and there 
is no worry that the park will shut 
down, he said. 

The state-owned Seven Peaks Water 
Park and Ice Rink had the billing 


name. Provo Aquatics Park, Inc., and 
‘tthe privately-owned billing name is 
now Provo Aquatics Park, Lc. 

Pincock said the owners were think- 
ing about changing the billing name 
to something besides Provo Aquatics 
Park, Le., because there has been 
some confusion about the bankruptcy. 

The history of this bankruptcy goes 
back to Victor and Susan Borcherds. 
They first owned the water park, the 
golf course and an insurance agency. 

The insurance agency went sour and 
the other businesses were caught in 
the bankruptcy. 

The state took over the water park 
until Seven Peaks could be sold to a 
private owner, On Dec. 6, 1995, it was 


Leavitt wants Utahns 
to donate to homeless

Gov. Michael Leavitt is calling on 
Utahns to help the homeless by mak- 
ing a donation when they fill out their 
state income tax form this year. 

On Feb. 16, Leavitt will visit the 
Winter Emergency Shelter for 
Families and ask all Utahns to con- 
tribute to the Homeless Trust Fund by 
checking a box on their tax forms. 

The Homeless Trust Fund was creat- 
ed by an act in the Utah legislature in 
1988; the purpose was to support the 
needs of the homeless. The funds are 
dispensed to 20 homeless organiza- 
tions throughout Utah and help pro- 
vide temporary shelter, food and tran- 
sitional housing for working homeless 
families and individuals. 

Contributions can be made when 
Utahns submit their tax returns. A box 
on schedule D, line 2 can be checked 
if the taxpayer would like to con- 
tribute. A check means the contribu- 
tion will be automatically deducted 
from the tax refund. A contribution 
can also be made by adding the 
amount to taxes owed. 

Contributions to the fund can be 
made anytime throughout the year 
and are tax deductible. 

Utah Issues, a statewide non-profit 
organization that lobbies for the poor 
in Utah, was responsible for getting 
the program started. 


Dan Fieldstad, a resource develop- 
ment worker at Utah Issues said, “It’s 
a program that has been around since 
1987. The idea was to ask the state 
tax commission to change the tax 
form, and that change would allow 
people to indicate if they would like 
to take a part of their refund and 
donate it to the homeless.” 

The average contribution last year 
was $14.50 and 7,800 taxpayers con- 
tributed approximately $113,000, 
down nearly 50 percent from the year 
it was established, 1987. In recent 
years, contributions to the Homeless 
Trust Fund have been declining, plac- 
ing organizations who help the home- 
less in a bind. 

“The governor is a big fan of the 
homeless check-off program, and 
that’s why he is coming down to 
speak on its behalf,’ Fieldstad said. 

The program seems to be working. 
Fieldstad said: “The people in shelters 
don’t stay there forever. Very often, 
people who are in homeless shelters 
leave the shelters, get back on their 
feet, buy homes and bring their kids 
back into the public school system. 
They live the life of self-sufficiency 
again, and I think we need to hear 
that.” 

“If everyone that filled out a state 
income tax form committed a dollar 
to the shelter, the pressure would be 
taken off the service organizations 
who help the poor and the homeless.”

Collectors harass 


Utahns for debts 
to 1-900 numbers

Utahns may be targeted to receive 
threatening phone calls from a 
California company trying to collect 
debts consumers never made, accord- 
ing to Utah’s Better Business Bureau. 

The harassing business, Collections 
Procurements Acquisitions, calls peo- 
ple on the telephone telling them to 
pay a bill for unpaid calls to 1-900 
number sex lines. According to peo- 
ple who have contacted the Better 
Business Bureau, these calls were 
never made. 

Scott Johnson, a senior an Provo, 
majoring in finance and business 
management, reported to the Better 
Business Bureau his threatening call 
from-CPA. Scott was told he made a 
call to a sex line from his phone num- 
ber in December 1994 and was 
required to pay $32 immediately. 

“There was no way my wife or I 
made that call, we have only had this 
phone number since July of 1995,” 
Johnson said. 

Johnson also remembers being 
angry at the man on the other end of 
the line. “I really don’t remember 
being as upset as I was that day that 
they called,” Johnson said. 

Another elderly woman, who want- 
ed to remain unidentified, also report- 
ed that CPA demanded money from 
her. 

Bill Beadle, president of the Better 
Business Bureau in Utah, said they 
are investigating. “We want to know if 
it.is a bad business practice or some- 
one in their living room trying to 
make a few bucks,” he said. 

“Collection agencies are not sup- 
posed to harass people,”. Beadle said, 
“Tt is against the law.” 

Advice from Beadle is to “not give 
in if a collector tries to. force you into 
paying a debt you do not owe.”

Michael Berry, a former. employee 
of Western Wats, a Provo-based tele- 
phone survey research company, 
claims the. company used its surveys 
to smear US. presidential candidate 
Steve Forbes ‘at the request of the Bob 
Dole campaign. And now Berry says 
Western Wats has threatened to sue. 

But Berry said he is not concerned 
by the company’s threat to sue him 
for violating client confidentiality 
rules. 

“Actually, ve talked to an attorney. 
He has pointed out to me that if they 
sue me, they’re stupid ... because they 
have more to lose by suing me,” Berry 
Said, 

“(The attorney) said we can counter- 
file and probably win.” 

Berry also said a friend still working 
at Western Wats told him employees 
had been warned that if they spoke 
with Berry or with any member of the 
press they would be fired and sued. 

Ed Ledek, a spokesman for Western 
Wats, declined to comment on Berry’s 
claims. He also refused to talk about 
any details of the suit. 

Berry said it was his contact with a 
Forbes aide that originally led him to 
go public with the charges. He admit- 
ted that he was angry with Western 
Wats for failing to pay him $100 he 
said they owe him. 

He said he had made some of the 
calls-on what the Forbes campaign is

Students, parents and teachers are 
debating the rights of expression and 
assembly as the Utah Senate tries to 
define extracurricular clubs’ role in 
education. 

Many Utahns are questioning their 
morals and the education system. 
Students at Salt Lake City’s East High 
School are fighting to have a gay and 
lesbian club on campus. This contro- 
versy has led to two new legislation 
proposals and a whirlwind of public 
debate. 

The East High Gay-Straight Student 
Alliance has been grossly misunder- 
stood, said 17-year-old Kelli Peterson, 
the club’s founder. 

“It was started not to advocate 
homosexuality, but to end the misery 
and_isolation of being gay in high 
school,” Peterson said. 

The extracurricular social club has 
the backing of Debra Burrington of 
the Utah Human Rights Coalition. 
“These are not sex clubs,” she said. 
“They (just) want to be with people 
like themselves.”

WASHINGTON — Computer liter- 
acy, citizenship and basic skills are 
more important than learning 
Shakespeare or Hemingway, a survey 
| Of public school teachers says. 

Less than 25 percent of 1,164 teach- 
; ers listed classic works from 
Shakespeare and Plato, or writings by 
American authors, such as Ernest 
H@ningway or John Steinbeck, as 

“absolutely essential.” 

Instead, at least 70 percent of the 
teachers ranked the three R’s, the 
value of hard work, citizenship, com- 
puter skills and U.S. history and 
ge@graphy as essential components of 
public school curriculum. 

“They don’t think Shakespeare is 
thesbe-all, end-all for kids,” said Steve 
Farkas, who worked on the survey 
reléased Tuesday by Public Agenda, a 
research group founded by pollster 
Daniel Yankelovich and former 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance.

“I would say, ‘who would you vote 
for between Bob Dole and Steve 
Forbes?’ ” Berry said. 

Then he would read the respondent 
a series of statements about Steve 
Forbes, asking whether they would 
vote with or against Forbes based on 
each statement. 

The statements used exaggerated 
language, Berry claimed, to prejudice 
the response. 

He said some of the statements 
included: 

— “Steve Forbes supports abortion 
for almost any reason during a preg- 
nancy. Would you favor or oppose 
him?” 

— “Steve Forbes supports gays 
serving in the military. Would you 
favor or oppose him?” 

— “Steve Forbes was asked about 
meeting average people, and he said 
‘I meet them all the time at balloon 
races.” Berry said, “the purpose was 
to show that he was out of touch with 
the average man.” 

— “Steve Forbes’ brother was quot- 
ed as.quoting Steve Forbes as ‘Forbes 
men do unusual things in their middle 
ages. Grandpa grew his hair long. Dad 
started riding motorcycles. And I 
guess running “for president counts for 
something.’ ’ 

Berry said the positions were read as 
if they were part of Forbes’ platform, 
not as hypotheticals.

Legislation arms to ban 
controversial school clubs 


The petition for the club has made 
no small stir. 

Utah lawmakers have two strategies 
to disband the controversial club. The 
first approach involves a proposed 
$100-million tax cut. 

It will eliminate the need to comply 
with federal regulations that protect 
the club by doing away with federal 
funding to Utah schools. 

Sen. Charles Stewart, R-Provo, sug- 
gested the spending proposal Feb. 7, 
but was not adamant in its endorse- 
ment. 

Discarding federal funds for educa- 
tion over the high school club was 
“reacting to the moment,” Senate 
Minority Leader Scott Howell, D- 
Sandy, said. “Cutting off funds and 
becoming our own nation is not the 
way we want to go.” 

Currently the state receives about 
$120 million per year in educational 
funding. 

The second strategy is a bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Craig Taylor, R- 
Kaysville. The title of the unwritten 
bill says the measure would “prohibit 
schools from supporting illegal con- 
duct.” ¢ 


Teachers say computer skills 
more important than classics 


“Computer skills emerge from the 
pack because the teachers connect 
that with survival in the real world.” 

Among the survey’s other findings: 

-Of factors that might determine 
career success, teachers place “an 
excellent academic education” a dis- 
tant third, with only 21 percent saying 
it is the most important factor. 
Persistence and inner drive, and 
knowiiig how to deal well with people 
rank first and second. 

-Some 27 percent of the teachers 
think “A” students are “much more 
likely” to get good jobs, while 46 per- 
cent say they are “somewhat more 
likely” to do so. 

The survey also showed that teach- 
ers support higher standards for stu- 
dents, but raising them is not their 
most urgent goal. They are more con- 
cerned about pressures from social 
problems, lack of funding, over- 


crowded classrooms and a lack of 


parental involvement, the survey 
showed. 


announcing it as his position.” 

Berry also said the Western Wats 
survey asked about Forbes’ idea of a 
flat income tax, referring to it as “rad- 
ical” and “untested,” before asking 
respondents for their opinion of it. 

Western Wats and the Dole cam- 
paign deny any improprieties in the 
research. 

“We repeat,” a press release from 
Western Wats said, “Forbes” charge is 
totally false and misleading. Western 
Wats Center has made absolutely no 
phone calls to any voters in Iowa or 
anywhere else that advocate or dispar- 
age a particular presidential candi- 
date.” 

The statement goes on to claim that 
the company has never conducted 
what it calls “advocacy phoning” for 
the Dole campaign. However, in the 
statement, the company defines 
“advocacy phoning” as “short in dura- 
tion, with the calls lasting less than 
one minute.” 

Berry said from the beginning that 
the calls he made were up to 20 min- 
utes long. 

Western Wats acknowledged in its 
statement that its questions “some- 
times present new information that 
voters may not have heard before in 
order to gauge their reaction.” 

Dole campaigners also say there is 
nothing to the charges. 

“Forbes is attempting to muddy the 
waters by falsely accusing the Dole 
campaign and other candidates of 
making anonymous telephone calls 
attacking him,” said a campaign press 


release. “In fact, the organization 
Forbes identified as-the source of the 
Dole campaign calls ... has made no 
calls to voters encouraging or discour- 
aging them from supporting any can- 
didate.” 

The statement went on to blast 
Forbes’ campaign strategy, saying, 
“He has set a new standard for decep- 
tive and negative campaigning, and 
this latest accusation is just a desper- 
ate attempt to halt his slide in the 
polls.” ‘ 

Nevertheless, the statement 
acknowledged that Western Wats had 
done polling at the request of the Dole 
campaign. 

And several employees of Western 
Wats in Provo said the company had 
performed biased surveys in the past. 

Tamara Brizuela, who works in mar- 
ket research and phone surveys in the 
company’s Provo office, said her 
supervisor told her when she was first 
hired last October that the company 
occasionally performed political sur- 
veys in which biased questions were 
asked. 

She admitted, however, that she had 
never worked on a political survey for 
the company herself but had only 
heard about such questions from her 
supervisor. She said she was involved 
primarily in market research. 

Berry, who has claimed to have seen 
the Dole survey himself, simply won- 
ders why the Dole campaign and the 
company are not willing to release the 
script of the survey if his allegations 
are not accurate. 
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
